I have  also  added  wherever  possible, 
the  latest  rating  of  each  variety  as  given  re- 
cently by  the  American  Iris  Society;  this 
rating  may  be  depended  upon  for  it  is  the  aver- 
age opinion  of  twenty-five  of  the  leading  Iris 
growers  of  America.  Of  course,  soil  and  cli- 
matic conditions  have  a good  deal  to  do  with 
such  a rating  and  I do  not  agree  with  all  of 
them. 

Some  of  the  newest  and  still  very  scarce 
varieties  of  which  I have  sold  a few  rhizomes 
at  much  lower  prices  than  other  growers,  in 
order  to  place  some  of  these  fine  varieties 
in  the  hands  of  those  Iris  lovers  who  were 


very  anxious  to  procure  them,  I am  forced  to 
withdraw  from  sale  until  the  summer  of  1923, 
or  until  such  a time  that  I can  grow  a larger 
stock,  and  such  varieties  are  listed  but  not 
priced  in  this  list. 

I trust  that  business  will  warrant  the 
issuing  in  the  Spring  of  next  year  of  a still 
better  and  more  comprehensive  catalog  than  my 
last  one,  illustrated  with  a number  of  original  pho- 
tographs of  the  newer  varieties  that  bloomed 
in  my  gardens  this  year,  but  I will  be  com- 
pelled to  ask  25  cents  for  such  a catalog, 
which,  however,  will  be  deducted  from  any 
order  amounting  to  one  dollar  or  more.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  every  visitor  to  my  Iris 
Gardens  exclaimed  in  joy  and  wonder  over  my 
private  collection  of  long  spurred  English  Hybrid 
Columbines  in  pink,  lavender,  purple  and  white 
shades,  I have  decided  to  offer  a limited  amount

mens, and  the  whole  flower  quite  ruffled,  setting 
very  closely  on  a graceful  stem.  All  are  truly 
marvelous.
